BRITISH PRESS SEES
PEACE IN IRELAND

London, July 0.—(By A, P.)—The
result of the conference held in Dublln
vesterday nt which Mr. de Valera decid-
ed to meet Mr. Lloyd George was an-
nounced so late last evening that several
of this morning's newspapers did not
comment on the new development. The
news averywhere was displayed as being
of great importance, however, aud the
few oditorials which appeared weleomed,
with one exception, the Irish truce with
the greatest cordiality, and the hope
was expressed that It might lend to per-
manent peace in Erin.

The London Times declared that, once
active hostilities censed in Ireland, there
was overy reason to believe the whole
atmosphere of that country would
change ‘‘and that the avest mennce
to a settlement by negotiation will dis-
appear.’’

t obhserved that Mr. de Valera's let-
ter to the Prime Minister, in which he
accepted the plan of a conference, was
guarded and noncommittal, adding:

*“The fact vemains, however, thut Mr.
de Valern bas chosen the path of ne-
gotiation in preference to that of con-
tinued warfare.” It declared this gave
substantia] grounds for hope, especin}ly
in view of arrangements made for a
truce on Monday.

The newspaper noted that Mr. Lloyd
George ‘‘seems clearly to have under-
stood the danger of continued warfare'’
and concluded by exprossing belief that
**the end of this secular trouble, ruln-
ous to Ireland and humilinting to this
country, is within measurable dis-|
tance."

The conclusion of a truce in Ireland,
the Chronicle asserted, lifted the nego-
tiations to a new plane of lLopefulness
and reality, the newspaper remarking
upon the extraordinary fact that Sir
Nevil Macready, military commander in
Ireland, was able to drive through the
streets of Dublin in full uniform and
unattended, bnt without molestation,
saying:

‘*Here is peace, not simply in pros-
peet, but in foretaste."

The Morning Post, a Conservative
organ, complained of the ‘"humiliation
rebels have inflicted upon England' and
sald the British Government was “‘ne- |
gotiating terms at the point of a loaded
pistol."”

the free and peaceful development of
thelr commeree on the Paeclfie Ocean.

““The Government of the TUnited
States has never associnted itself with
any arrangement which sought to es-
tablizh any urelnl rights or privileges
in China which would abridge the
rights of the subjects or citizens of
other friendly States; and I am happy
to assure you that it is the purpose
of this Government neitber to partiel-
pate nor to acquiesce In any arrange-
ment which might purport to establish
in favor of forelgn Interests any supe-
rlority of rights with respect to ecom-
merclal or economie development In
designated regions of the territories of
China, or which might seek to create
any such monopoly or preference ns
would exclude other nntlonals from
undertaking any legitimate trade or in-
dustry or from participating with the
Chinese Government in any category of
public enterprise.”
